The Prince of Wales received a most

The new South Wales cc 
Soudan campaign, comprising eight hundred 
men, started Tuesday, The departure was 
made the occasion of « public holiday. 

The garrison of Kassala has had a battle | 
with the Haddendowahs, and been complete- 
ly defeated. The emir writes that unless 
speedily relief the garrison will succumb to 
famine. 

It is authoritatively stated that the con- | 
vention between Italy and England relative 
to the Soudan gives Tealy equal rights with 
England in Egypt and allows Italy liberty 
of action, 

It is stated semi-officially that Italy re- 
mains in the Red Sea littoral at her own 
risk, he Italian troops there are said to be 
poorly equipped, and the commissariat bad. 

President Arthur to-day ordered a court- 
martial for the trial of Gen Hazen on charges 
of conduct prejudicial to good order and 
military discipline. The court meets in 
Washington on the 11th inst.. Gen, Han- 
cock will be president of the court. Gen. 
Hazen is charged with officially and public- 
ly criticizing the action of the secretary of 
war for not following his recommendation 
to send an expedition to the relief of Lieut. 
Greely in September, 1883. Orders were 
issued to-day tor the suspension of Hwzen, 
and for him to consider himself under ar- 
rest until further orders. Capt. Mills acts 
as chief signal officer pending the trial. 

Last October the Mahdi sent a letter to 
Gordon exulting over the wreck of Col. 
Stewart's steamer and the murder of that 
officer and his companions, The Mahdi 
inclosed copies of documents found on the 
steamer and an account showing the state 
of the munitions and supplies at Khartoum 
at the time of Stewart's Aiea Gordon 
returned a defiant reply to the Mahdi. He 
said: “Ido not care how many men you 
have killed or what success you have gained; 
it will make no difference to me.” After 
more in the same vein he concluded: ‘I do 
not care what forces you have, Iam made 
of iron, and intend to hold on here.” 

General Buller has arrived at Korti, 
Wolseley has issued an address to the black 
troops which served under Gordon, especially” 
eulogizing the engineer and native officer 
who commanded the steamer which took 
General Wilson to Khartoum, Wolseley 
says he will recognize all the promises made 
by Gordon. A portion of Gordon's troops 
will be sent to reinforce the Mudir at Berti. 
Two Arab merchants arrived from Berber 
in twenty days, They report that the rebels 
have crossed to the right bank of the Nile 
and are ready to oppose the English. The 
inhabitants of Berber were forbidden to read 
the Koran, but were ordered to read the 
Mahdi’s books. The Mahdi instructed the 
troops not to charge the English but to fight 
them from a distance, saying if his men 
would do this, God would destroy their 
enemies. 

The Cuban revolutionary leader Bonachea 
and five of his followers*have been sentenced 
to death by the court martial at Havana. 
Four others were sentenced to twelve years 
inthe chain gang, and seven will be imprison- 
ed eight years ina fortress in Spain, In 
consequence of the intervention of the 
Archbishop of Santiago ond other promi- 
nent citizens, the government has tem- 
porarily suspended the execution of the 
sentence, A gunboat has sailed from San- 
tiago Cuba, forJamaica to prevent thedepar- 
ture of filibustering expeditions to Cuba. 
Aguerro with a band of twelve men, armed 
with rifles, recently assaulted a storekeeper 
in Cristobal, robbing him of clothes and 
money. Aguerro kidnapped Jose Balun- 
varan, owner of the Cardenas sugar estate, 
for the purpose of extracting a ransom of 
$16,000, Cavalry and the civil guards are 
pursuing the band.

CROWN LANDS REPORT. 
From the Report of the Commissioner of 
Crown Lands, we glean that there were 
sold of Crown Lands during theyear 1884, 
61,180 acres. The sales amounted to $49,- 
948, and the collections to $55,173. Of the 
Clergy Lands there were sold 3,669 acres, 
valued at $3,826, and the collections 
amounted to $13,739, and of School Lands 
1,067 acres valued at $1,650, collections, 
$24,839. The total collections of the De- 
partment during the year amounted to 
$570,305, and the disbursements to $264,- 
973. Three new townships have been open- 
ed forsettlement in the district of Nipis- 
sing, making a total of 127 townships now 
open for location under the Free Grants 
Act, There were made on these 1,157 loca- 
tions during the year on 161,964 acres of 
land, and 5,809 acres were sold to 125 lo- 
catees. Several new settlements have been 
formed along the line of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, and villages have grown up 
at the various stations, During the year 
patents were issued for 3.548 acres for min- 
Ing purposes, principally in the district of 
Thunder Bay. Some rich deposits of silver 
ore and native silver are alleged to have 
been discovered near the Kaministiquia River 
and gold is stated to have been found in the 
neighborhood of the Lake. of the Woods. 
The depressed state of the market caused 
curtailment of mining operations, both in 
irvonaud phosphates. Of the former there 
were mined 3,285, and of the latter 18,064 
There were also mined in the town- 
4 tons of galena, which 
have been smelted at Kingston, producir 
155} tons of pure lead. Deposits of Mica 
have been discovered in the townships of 
Miller, South Burgess, and Loughboro’. 
Those in Miller ave said to be of superior 
quality. The mine in Loughboro’ produced 
Haine the year about 10 tons, which were 
disposed of in the American and Canadian 
markets. ‘The total expenditure on Colo 
vation Roads during the year amounted to 
$149,176. Ahout O miles, of road were 
constructed and 436 miles repaired, with 
some 29 bridges of different lengths and 
valuc. Interesting reports are also given 
concerning the Madoc and other mining 
districts to which we will refer on some 
other occasion.

We tried this experiment several years 
since, and found it yaluable. We gathered 
the idea long ago from an agricultu 
paper, but we carried the experiment 
further, by which we found the percentage 
of butter in thecream. Set the milk in a 
large dish, and collect say from one hund- 
red to two hundred ounces’ of cream ; 
make the butter, and the percentage of 
butter in the cream can be ascertained by 
thenumberofouncesof butter madefromit. 

As for example: If one hundred ounces 
of milk give ten ounces of caeam, and 
ten ounces of cream give five ounces of 
butter, we will have learned that one 
hundred ounces of milk will give five 
ounces of butter. Such experiments aro 
worth being made, and made carefully. 
In no other way we know what we have 
in a cow or milk, or what we are buying, 
Tn this way, also, we muy test the exact 
nutritive value of different kinds of milk 
from our cows—a very important matter. 
Farmers may derive much benefit by mak- 
ing a few simple experiments now and 
then, They need not interfere with any of 
the regular duties of the farm ; andnothing 
but a spirit of habitual indolence of 
thought avd action will keep them from 
doing so. Such experiments often lead 
to important results, and eyoke interest- 
ing and instructive feats. 


Good Food Requisite. 


Experience will teach the depth the 
hacks should be. The more the stone is 
out of round the deeper the hacks on the 
fallside. Ordinarily the hacks should 
be about one-eight to three-sixteenths of 
an inch deep.

‘Tue Minister of Finance brought dewn 
his annual budget on Tuesday in a speech 
which is generally considered one of his 
ablest efforts, For the fiscal year ending 
last June the receipts were $31,861,961, and 
the expenditure $31,107,706, leaving a 
surplwe of $754,255. For the current fiscal 
year which will end June 30th, 1885, the 
Minister expects that the revenue will be 
$33,000,000 or $250,000 less than his esti 
mates of last year, and the expenditure he 
places at $62,850,000, leaving an expected 
surplus of $150,000. For the next fiscal 
year, that which will end June 30th, 1886, 
Sir Leonard Tillery estimates the revenue 
at $33,000,000 and the expenditure at $32,. 
200,009 leaving an estimated surplus of 
$800.000. The changes in the tariff are 
not very important, Several articles are 
placed on the free list, the duties on cigars 
and cigarettes are increased, and duties are 
imposed on fish imported from Newfoundland 
and the United States. The importation ef 
goods manufactured or produced by prison 
labor is prohibited. There isno change in 
the tariff with respect to cotton and the 
sugar duties remain nnaltered. It was 
supposed that the duty on flour would be 
raised to 75 cents but the change does not 
yet appear on the list. The speech was 
subsequently criticized by Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and will, no doubt, be discussed at

HOW THE BEDOUINS DRINK. 

The Bedouins are tribes of Arabs who 
live a wandering life, living out of doors or 
in scanty tents, in North Africa, including 
the fertile deserts of Sahara, upper West- 
ern Egypt, Arabia, Syria, and other parts 
of Southwestern Asia. As these largely 
make up the forces with which England 
has now to contend in the Soudan, the fol- 
lowing from Gen. R. E. Colston in the 
Century, is of present interest: ‘In the 
“Waterless Land,’ water is the paramount 
question, If it be asked how a large body 
of Bedouins, like the 10,000 who nearly de- 
stroyed the British squares at Tamai, man- 
age to subsist, the reason is plain, In the 
first place, they do not need the enormous 
trains required for a Eg army. They 
are the most abstemious of men. Each man 
ies a skin of water anda small bag of 
grain, procured by purchase or barter from 
caravans. Their camels or goats move with 
them, supplying them with milk and meat, 
and subsisting upon the scant herbage and 
the foliage of the thorny mimosa, growing 
in the secluded wadies. These people could 
live upon the increase of their flocks alone, 
which they exchange readily for other com 
modities; but being the exclusive carriers 
and guides for all the travel and commerce 
that cross their deserts, they realize large 
amounts of money. 

As to water, they know every nook and 
hollow in the mountains, away from the 
trails, where a few barrels of water collect 
in some shaded ravine, and they can scat- 
ter, every man for himself to fill their wa- 
ter-skins. On my first expedition, near the 
close of the three years drought, I reached 
some wells on which I was depending, and 
found them entirely dry. It was several 
days to the next wells. But my Bedouin 
guides knew some natural reservoirs in the 
hills about six miles off. So they took the 
water-camels at nightfall and came back 
before daylight with the water-skins filled, 
An invading army would find it too hard 
to obtain guides, and even if they did 
they must keep togather, and could not 
leave the line of march to look for water. 
Besides, the Bedouins, accustomed from 
infancy to regard water as most precious 
and rare, use it with wonderful economy. 
Neither man nor animals drink more than 
oncein the forty-eight hours. As to wash- 
ing, they never indulge in such wasteful 
nonsense, When Bedouins came to my 
camp, water was always offered them. ‘Their 
answer would frequently be: ‘No, thanks, 
I drank yesterday.” They know too well 
the importance of keeping up the habit of 
abstemiousness. No wonder, they can sub 
sist Where invaders would quickly perish!

WRECK OF A NEW SItIp,

off the crew of the Benwell Tower from 
their sinking steamer, Firat Math Ro- 
bert Thompson had a broken leg, and 
Scaman Orawley a crushed hand and arm 
They were all taken on board the Gladi- 
olus, and the leg was set and arm fixed 
by the second engineer of the Gladiolus, 
The feebl», wrecked men were looked af- 
ter with the greatest tenderness, 

Charles H. Napier, second engineer of 
the Berwell Tower, kept a record of the 
events of their unlucky voyage. Hoe 
Baya i— ’ 

“It was the Bonwell Tower's firat voy- 
age. She was built at Sunderland, and 
went to Baltimore in ballast, A yenoral 
cargo of grain and cotton way taken on 
board, and on ‘S'uesday, Jan. 18, we start- 
ed, thirty mon’ in all, The ship went 
aground at the pier ia Biltimore. We 
stayed for r, few days, and on Saturday, 
the 17th, gotaway again, The cargo was 
found to be on fire at midnight, and when 
it was put out we went back to Baltimore 
for the second time, shifted the cargo aud 
took in some more coal, and on the 20th 
we sailed again. | 

“All went well till Tuomday Jan. 27, 
when the wind increased to afresh breeze 
snd soon a hurricane swept the deck from 
stem to stern, At 6 P. M. tho stoke hole 
was battened down, but the seas didn’t 
mind that, and went down in the engino- 
room and bunkers and washed the coals 
around, At midnight the topmast was 
carried away. In an hour more the boats 
were emashed, and the midship steering 
gear broke Sarly on Wednesday mornin, 
Two stowaways turned up, and made 
thirty-two in all of us, Theship lay 
helpless.

Its Strength and Stations Disposition of 
142,000 Men, 

Ata time when so many drafts are 
about to be made onthe British army, 
the London 7'imes furnishes the following 
interesting details, showing in what por- 
tions of the globe British troops are vow 
stationed, with their approximate force in 
garrison and on active nervice, which 
heve juet beon prepared from official 
avurces. Tho last revurns showed, it is 
onderstood, an effective strenuth «f about 
182 000 of all artos—viz , thirty-one regi-

The average strength of the army in 
Scotland was last year only a little over 
three thousand, and there is reason to 
believethat Maj..Gen, Macdonald's North 
British command does not now even come 
up to that number, the force being repre- 
sented by one cayalry regiment, one bat- 
tery, and a division of artillery, and two 
infentry battalions. 

Ip the three military districts of Ire~ 
land, commanded respectively by Maj,-

When submarine navigation on the Jules 
Verne plan is perfected, it will probably 
be the regular thing to tap the cable as 
the vessels go along, and receive election 
returns acd Wall s:reet quotations in the 
cabin. A man might, for instance, send 
a messnge like this to his wife: Latitude 
46 degrees 7 minutes, longitude 32 de- 
grees 18 minutes west. How is the 
baby? A storm is raging above, but 
“one wants but little here below.” Then 
for an absconding bank cashier or presi- 
dent, what a great thing it would be to 
be able to go down and pick the warrant 
for his arrest off the cable as it slipped 
along! There would be many things in 
favor of these iron fishes besides the cable 
facilities, and they would no doubt be de- 
servedly popular. For instance, there 
need be no seasickness, for when a storm 
came up they could, like Captain Cor- 
coran, generally go below and wait till 
the clouds rolled by. But when the shaft 
broke or the piston rod exploded, there 
would be no need for floating around loose 
waiting for another steamer, at the mercy 
of the wind and tide. The vessel could 
just drop down tothe bottom and the 
passengers put on rubber suits and walk 
athore, 

Talking of the cables recallathe mishaps. 
that attended the laying of the first At- 
lantic cables. One of them was made in 
two sections. A vessel started from Ire- 
land with the other, both intending to 
meet in the middle of the ocean and 
splice the main brace. After ‘‘paying 
out” for many days, they at last met at 
the appointed place and proceeded tosol- — 
der the cables together. To their aston- 
ishment they found that the cables were 
spun or twisted in different ways, one 
from right to left, and the other from 
left to right. They tied a lot cf weights. 
to the cable when it had been spliced and 
let it drop to the bottom, waiting around 
e day or so to see if it was all right. 
When they took it up it was found that 
{t had begun to unwind, turning over 
and over like a porpoise atsea, Next 
they tried to anchor it, but the unwind- 
ing process still proceeded, and it got all 
twisted and tangled around the anchor. 
Nothing wes to be done but to take up 
one end and anchor the other tilla new 
section could becompleted. The Ameri- 
can end was accordingly taken up and 
brought to New York. A long while 
afterwards a clerk was sitting in the cable 
office at Valentia, Ireland, using the new 
cables which had since been put down, 
when suddenly this old strip of wire on 
the bottom of the Atlantic began to talk. 
A cable vessel had gone out and picked 
if up and {t was chattering away at a great 
rate to the astonished clerk. It was 
joined to another picca and afterwards.

A Great Women’s College. 

Thomas Halloway isa very rich Eng- 
ishman who is now building the largest 
woman's college onthe globe. It is being 
erected as an offering of respect to the 
memory of his dead wife, The location is 
at Mount Lee, near Windsor Park, not 
far from London. __ It comprises ninety- 
six acres of beautifully located ground. 
The building is to be rectangular in form, 
measuring 520 feet from east to weat, and 
376 from north to south, The plan is 
simple, consisting of two long blocks 
each six stories high, running parallel to 
each other and connected in the middle 
and at either end by lower cross buildings 
Thore are to be accommodations for 300 
students, each having two rooms, Every 
sanitary provision has been observed in 
the construction of the building, which is 
now near completion. This institution is 
designed to give a suitable education to 
women of the middlo classes, Every 
student is to be allowed to have complete 
freedom on religious matters ; but the 
internal government will be that of an 
ordorly Christian household. The total 
endowment of Mr. Halloway will amount 
to about $5,000,000. In the past the ed- 
ucation of women was considered of minor 
importance ; but this college for women 
will, when completed, be the costliest in- 
atitution of learning ever brought into be- 
ing by a single benefactor. No worthier 
tribute could be paid to the memory of a 
beloved wife.

ess for the most of them.’”” Overwork is 
injurious, and may be fatal; but the 
chief danger from hard work comes from 
its being suddenly applied to horse, man, 
woman, or child, in the absonce of con- 
dition. The only offset to abstinence 
from exercise is restriction in diet; but 
vigorous health can only coms from 
enough of both. 

A SOFT HORSE. 

Just so far as fullness of body is main- 
tained by liberal feed, in default of 
equally liberal work, just sotardo the 
size and quality of the muscles deteriorate, 
Mascle (flesh) is one thing; fat, another. 
The latter is disease, puce and simple, 
Although this princlple is recognized ver 
generally in practice—for nobody “backs” 
a fat horse—it is fully comprehended by 
very few. Indeed, 1 am amazed to find 
how few know the real difference between 
two animals, onein ‘‘condition,” that is, 
muscular, plump, and round because of 
the muecles having been built up by use, 
andone that is simply fat, The fact is, 
the fat horse (or the fat man, or any other 
fat creature) has not a sound tissue or 
organ in his body ; what muscle he has is 
excessively mixed with fatty matters; 
that is, the muscular tisaue itself has 
shrunken and given place to globules of 
fat, or in other words, the creaturo may 
be said to be suflering from futty degener- 
ation. Jtis not necessary for the indi- 
vidual, whether man or beast, to be gross 
in form before he can be said to suffer 
from this disease. Tho very day upon 
which the balance is destroyed between 
diet and’ exercise (che former exceeding 
the latter) degeneration begins; tho 
muscles begin to diminish in siza and to 
grow “‘soft.” If any one wishes to com- 
prehend this poiat, let him examine care- 
fully and comparea slice of sirlomn from 
a fat stall fed ox, and one from the loin 
of a working ox, slaughtered before fat- 
tening. Every farmer knows that in life 
the latter can ‘‘pull” the etall-fed ox and 
his load, Mark the clean, red appear- 
ance of the muscle in the one case, with 
no perceptible covering or admixture of 
fat, and mark the size cf the muscle itself, 
as compared with that of the creature 
that is not supposed to be fit to eat until 
he has beon made unfit for work! The 
very terms used to deecribe a delicious 
steak or roast tell the story—** tender and 
well mixed.” Itis not a cender and well- 
rmaixed muscle that makes a record of 2 11, 
or draws a heavy load with ease, but just 
the reverse—tough and unmixed with 
fat, 

It is quite customary to keep up the 
feed of trotting horses, between seasons, 
permitting them to become somewhat 
fat, and then’ when they are to be fitted 
for sharp work, this fat is worked off and 
out, while muscle is being worked on, 
and improved in quality, by getting rid of 
the fat, which has been taking the place 
of the muscular fibre. In other words, 
the horse is forced to take on disease, by 
feeding him in oxcess of his work, and 
then is cured by restoring the juat bal- 
ance tetween work and feed. This is, in 
my jadgment, very bad policy—proving 
in the end exhaustive of vital forco— 
ruins a great many valuablo horses, and 
injures all that are thus treated. Ample 
rest is no doubt beneficial to horses who 
are at times put to great strain ; but the 
aim should be to maintain the balance, 
They should be fed physiologically. 
“Little work, little feed,” should be the 
rule; unless, indeed, the horse-owner 
feels the necessity—since he is dopend- 
ent, usually (if a dealer), upon the fat, 
sleek appearance of his horses—of keop- 
ing up the appearance of his autmals, | 
whether they get much exorcise or not. 

3ut this does not demand three meals, 
by any means, since the horse will eat at 

two more thanhe can digest and assimi- 
late, and may be kept fat on this system, 
and with leas danger of an outbreak of 
disease, than if he were more frequently

DRAFT HORSES, 


Tho following {s a synopsis of a longthy orticle 
which uppeared in the Chicago 7ribune, consi 
ing of interviews of its roporterg with tho Joading 
pratnhoxse denlors of Amorica, Lt was hoaded as 
follows : 

* Breoding of Draft Horsos.

had increased from 231 to 235, There were 
76 persons in the common gaols, mnay of 
whom were idiots and imbeciles, the rest 
being lunatics awaiting vacancies in the 
Asylums, The Homewood Retreat at Guelph 
had 10 insane inma‘ Besides all the 
above there were applications on fyle for 
202 persons for denies ite by ordinary 
process, 151 of whom were idiots and im- 
beciles, and 51 lunatics. The total expen 
diture on Asylums in 1884 was $388,021,

The Hired Man. | 


@uriously enough, the term ‘hired ) 
man” is only applied to a man that works 
on a farm, ss though other men were not | 
hired. There are many grades of hired 
men, A good one is cheap at high wages, | 
anda bad one or an iadifferent ono is} 
dear if he Works for nothing and boards 
himself. 


Usually, farmers do not seem to realiz9) 
the im;ortant position that such a man 
holds, nor is sufficlent caution exercised | 
in filling it. In the first place, the hired 
man is brought continually into contact} 
with the boys ona farm, He has seen 
considerable of the world, at least more | 
than they have, and his daily walk and 
eonversaiion exert a material influence 
overthem. Many a farmer's lad has re- 
eeived his first lesson in iniquity from) 
such a teacher, yet the fathers of these 
same boys have wondered at their devia-| 
tion from the paths of rectitude. 


When the farmer has but one assistant 
it is obvious that mach must be left to} 
his discretion, and that the employer's| 
success depends largely upon the infor- 
mation and zeal of the man that is em- 
ployed. He should certainly be Interest- 
ed to an extent beyond the question of 
wages. Notice your man. Does ho 
allow a barn door to be slammed off its 
hinges by the wind? Does he care for 
the stock as though it is hisown? Is he) 
economical in the use of your imple- 
ments, seeds and time? Is hea carelers| 
driver? Does he leave stock exposed to 
cold and storms? Does he drink or 
gamble, and is the language he uses such| 
as you want your children to hear ? 

_Such questions are deserving of con- 
sideration ; indeed, they are of vital im-| 
portance to one who hav the weifare of 
nis family and the success of his business| 
atheart. But I am not writing in dis- 
Paragement of these men; on tha con- 
trary, I pelieve the good qualities of some! 
are never fully appreciated, and that not 
enough difference exista between the 
wages paid the worthy and the worth! eus 
hired man. 


How to Grow Onions. 


On my farm I keep a heavy stock of 
pigs and sheep, and make a large quan- 
tity of rich manure, By this I mean, 
that the pigs and sheep are fed on| 
malt sprouts and other food, particularly 


| fences or hurdles. Kows of posts are set 


up in the fields, and from these lines of 
cord or wire are stretched ata distance 
of one foot or eighteen inches from one 
another. On these lines the hay is hung, 
and it remains there in wet weather as well 
asdry. In wet weathor the moisture drips 
to the ground, In fine weather the sun 
beats on the outer layers and the wind 
passes through the interior, and whatever 
the state of the weather the hay is lefo 
there till it is ready to be housed, 

The hey is transported from the up- 
land regions by a novel contrivance 
known as the ‘hay telegraph.” A rope 
or wire, sometimes one thousand feet in 
length, slopes down from the top of a 
precipice to the bottom of the valley. A 
bundle of hay is suspended from aring 
through which the rope or wire passes, 
and is shot down to the bottom with 
lightning speed. Bundles of brush-wood 
and fire-wood are sent down from the 
higher ground in the same way. The 
scythe generally used in mowing the hay 
is much smaller than that in use in Eng- 
land. In the Valdres route, however, 
near Odnaes, I noticed some attempts ab 
what would be called scientific farming. 
In one field a mowing machine was at 
work, and in another the hay had been 
spread out in the English fashion and was 
being turned over py areyolving rake 
drawn by a horse, Both machines were 
evidently of recent importation, and at- 
tracted the attention of the natives much 
more than of the foreigners. Whatever 
may be said of the Norwegians, it must 
be admitted that they are ingenious in 
devising contrivances which at once save 
their labor and take full advantage of the 
peculiar conformation of their country. 
Their timber-shoots are another instance 
of their laborious ingenuity. They make 
woo |-ways and slides which extend over 
hundreds of feet from the tops of the hills 
to tho seashore,

Scientific Gossip. 

Dr. Berberich, of Berlin, has made a 
new determination of the orbit of Bar 
nard’s comet from three normal Positions

A valuable practical fact receives ad-

Hoe cultivated Tyrothriz 
scaber in milk and Liebig's extract and 
found that the light of the sun is fifty 
more destructive than its heat, thus fully 
confirming its hygenio properties. 


A theory of solution has been brought 
forward by Mr. W. W. Nichol, of the 
Royal Society, Edinburgh, Solution of 
salt in aliquid results from the attraction 
of the molecules of the l'quid for a mole- 
cole of the salt exceeding the attraction 
of the melecules of the salt for one an- 
other. Saturation ensues when theso at- 
tractions are balanced. The theory ex- 
plains variation of solubility with rise of 
temperature. 


M. A. Casali detects chloral hydrate in 
milk by this method ; He shakes up the 
milk repeatedly with twice its volume of 
ether and strong potassa lye, lets the 
whole stand for some time in a stoppered 
vessel, draws off the clear ethoral solution, 
and again shakesup the residue repeatedly 
with ether. The ethereal extracts are 
mixed and distilled. Thechloral hydrate 
or the products of its decomposition will 
pass over and can be recovered in the 
distillate, 

The Society of Naturalists of St. Peters 
burg have received permission to send 
several of its members to join the Russian 
representatives on the Afgan Boundary 
Commission, with the view to the scien- 
tific exploration of Central Asia. The 
British commission, which is now on the 
ground, has with it a geologist, a natura- 
list, and several topographers. There is, 
then, a good prospect of something ac- 
curate being made known to the world at 
large regarding a region of which very 
little has been described with precision. 


In concluding a lecture on labor and 
wages in America, before the Society of 
Arts, London, Mr. D. Pidgeon attacked 
the doctrine that tariffs on imports in- 
fluence wages, arguing that the move- 
ments of American and British wages 
during the last twenty-three years have 
been determined by some common cause 
which cannot possibly be due to the tariff, 
because in the two countries presenting 
the analogous phenonoma of wages the 
tariff was operative in the United States 
alone and had practically no existence 
whatever in Great Britain, 

M. Fordoz proceeds in this way to de- 
{ect lead in the tinning and enamels cf 
utensils. Having carefully cleaned the 
vessel to remove dirt and grease, he 
touches any part cf tho interior with a 
drop of ritric acid, and evaporates any 
excess of acid by the application of a 
gentle heat, To the pulverulent spot he 
applies a drop of a solution of iodide of 
potassium (five parts of the salt to 100 
parts of water.) If lead is present a yel- 
low spot of lead iodide is produced. T he 
stannic acid formed by the action of nitric 
acid upon pure tin gives no similar spot, 

The formation of toxic alkaloids in 
cholera patients was the subject of a 
paper by M, A. Villiers, read lately be- 
fore the Academy of Sciences, Paris. 
Taking the bodies of two cholera vitcims 
soon fter doath Villiers was able to de- 
termine the presence of an alkaloid 
clearly characterized by its alkaline und 
chemical reactions. It was found chiefly 
in the intestines, though aso in small 
quantities in the region of the lions, bub 
it was completly absent from the blood 
and liver, It is thought that its study 
may yield important results for the treat 
ment of chdlera. 

A Fronch acientist has been studying 
the effects of altitude upon vegetation, 
and concludes that for ¢ach augmentation 
of one hundred yards there will bo, as 4 
general avorage, a retardation of four days; 
that is, other circumstances being equal 
a crop planted at the #0a level will ap 
pear above ground four days before a 
similar crop planted 300 fest wbove it.

Modern Egyptian Houses. 

The towns on the Egyptian shores of 
the Red Sea stand along the borders of 
the khors which come from the moun- 
tains back of them, and find their way 
through many shallow channels to the 
sea. These channels, which are dry 
three-fourths of the year, are the passage 
ways or streets of the villages. Tho 
houses stand on the slightly higher 
ground between the channels ; they are 
scattered about in perfectly irregular 
manner. The better class of houses are thus 
constructed ; First a framework is made 
of boughs and branches of the acacia 
trees, Then a wattling of straw is woven 
closely amongst the boughs of roof and 
sides, so aa to make a waterproof covor- 
ing for the interior. Around the houses 
of the chief mon inclosures of similar 
construction are made to keep prying 
eyes from peering into the sacred pre-

The 
first surprise of the session was the Redis- 
tribution Bill which makes important 
changes in several constituencies. ‘The al- 
leged reason for this measure was tho neces- 
sity of dividing Algema into two electoral 
divisions, it being physically impossible for 
one tnan to visit the scattered settlements in 
that district. Advantage was taken of this 
to bring in a general measure, which has 
for its object the strengthening of the Re- 
form party by making their majority more 
secure in several ridings. In other words 
it is a gerrymandering bill, such as was 
passed at Ottawa prior to the late general 
election. We doubt very much whether 
in this respect it will answer the purpose of 
its framers. The second surprise was the 
Franchise Bill, a measure for which we have 
been hoping almost against hope for many 
years. Although we would have preferred 
a bill granting manhood suffrage pure and 
simple, we cannot but hail with satisfaction 
the introduction of the present measure 
whose provisions are given to our readers 
elsewhere. It will be seen thatin future 
there will be in Ontario virtual manhood 
suffrage without the name. Let us hope 
that in a few years the legislature will confer 
the franchise onevery citizen over twenty- 
one years of age who is not a pauper, crimi- 
nal, or lunatic. An important provision of 
the Bill is that which prohibits voting by 
non-residents, Every man will vote in the 
polling district in which he resides and no- 
where else. hia will prevent many evils 
now prevalent under the present act. While 
the machinery for working the provisions 
of the new measure may be unnecessarily 
eumbrous, its general principles are worthy 
of commendation and the government de- 
serve credit for submitting it to the approv- 


al of the assembly.

FRANCHISE BILL

The main points of the new bill intro- 
duced into the Local Legislature are as 
follows : 

1 Owners, tenants, and occupants of 
houses, in cities, which are assessed to the 
value of $200, (instead of $400 as now) will 
have a vote, 

2. In villages and townships the fran- 
chise will be a $100 instead of a $200 rating. 
In causes where there is joint ownership, if 
the land is of value to give each a vote if 
divided, each shall have a vote, 

3. The income franchise is to be reduced 
from $400 to 8:00; and the right to vote shall 
not depend on payment of taxes. 

4, All “wage earners” other than and in 
addition tot who have been hitherto on 
the rolls as income voters, shall be entitled 
toa vote if they are earning, in day wages 
or otherwise, $300 per annum os wages. 
This xeoms to include females, Z 

5, Every person in cities and towns, vill 
ages, ctc., who is a bona fide householder, 
shall have & vote, though the house be of 
tho assesed value of less than $100; provided 
always that the ‘“houseone word” is a real se

The cost 
of same alone would be at least $125 per 
annum without any remuneration. Ti 
salary paid has been only one in name, and 
can one resident of the village say that the 
duty has not been well and skillfully at- 
tended to, Then be it remembered, that 
that officer gratuitously handled the School 
Soard monies, And now that wescronto 
has reached the important position it has, 
salaries ought to be in accord with duties 
performed, and not be a question of 
whether or not the officer requires it,

The creosote costs more, and both can 
generally be obtained where there are gas 
works, 

Coryinc Inx.—Mix about ten parts of 
jet black writing ink and 1 part of glycer- 
ine. This, if used on glazed paper, will 
not dry for hours, and will yield two 
fair, neat copies by simple pressure of 
the hand in any good letter copy book.

THE TWO- MEAL SYSTEM FOR HORSES, 


“BrppEFORD, Mo,, Deo. 9, 1882, 


‘Editors of Turf, Fiedand Farm :—A 
writer in the Mirrorand Farmer speaks 
of having fed his cattle on the two moal 
system for the past seven years, and 
fii.ds no occasion for feeding oftener ; in 
fact, he says they thrive better than on 
the ‘cramming system,’ or more frequent 


feeding 


“Aithough I have never doubted that 
this system would work as favorably with 
horngd cattle, my own experience has 
been confined mostly to human boings 


and horses, According tomy judgment 
if applied to work or road horses, 16 will 
increase their working capacity very 
largely. That is, agiven horse will do 
more work, day after day, either in the 
eart, before the plow, or on the road,and 
keep in prime condition ; besides it would 
surely, because of his improved health, 
tend to prolong his life, and extend his 
years of usefulness. But aside from mere 
theorizing, or dogmatically asserting my 
opinion, which, however, I find ts corrob- 
erated by every one who has given this 
system a fair trial, I will here give an il- 
Justration as to its operation on road 
horses, I bought alittle ‘chunky’ mare, 
six years old, fav and lazy, fit for nothing 
but a timid woman's use—jast right, one 
would say, for the women and children 
to jog roundtown with. She would tra- 
vel about four and a halfto five miles an 
hour with considerable urging, and if 
ressed beyond that would aweat profuse- 
i. Having been recently imported from 
Canada, it was predicted by all the 
hersemen about that she would haye the 
distemper, asa matter of course. In 
order to more effectually guard against 
this, I fed her but once a day for a couple 
of weeks, giving her from tonto twenty 
miles jogging every day, Sunday includ. 
ed, thus reducing the fut, and increasing 
tho flesh | Her one meal consisted of a 
very generous feed of hey, and four 
quarts of oats at night, after being thor 
oughly rested from work, After this, 
and with a :onsiderable increase of work 
(averaging, all told, 150 miles per week,) 
I gave her a lght feed of hay and two 
quarts of oats inthe morning. In the 
couree of two months her, weight, which 
had at first fallen off quite rapidly, was 
but slightly less than when I took her, 
but it was made up of a different sub- 
stance altogether. I had exchanged 100 
poundas,of fat for 75 pounds of Jlesh ; or, 
im other words, I had relieved her of that 
much disease (effectually preventing the 
predicted outbreak), and had builtup in 
its place a large amount of muscle, at the 
same time improving the quality of her

EXTRA RATIONS, 


Occasionally horsesare, through cruelty 
and sometimes unwittingly on the part of 
their drivers, driven to exhaustion ;.and 
it frequently happens that a horse givos 
out without having been pushed hard, 
and to the complete surprise of his owner, 
who cannot account for it. ‘(knew he 
had ahard jauntbefore him.” says the 
owner, ‘‘andI gave him a couple of 
quarts extra at breakfast, but he gave our 
before he got half-way ; in fact he wasn’t 
himself from the stars.” The old saying 
that ‘‘a good pay-master pays after the 
work is done,’’ applies here; a good 
horseman feeds to-day in proportion to 
the work his horae did yesterday, He pays 
him well, and every day, but never inad- 
vance. The fact is this; The digestive 
fluids are formed in the blood and roe- 
main subject to order, in proportion to 
the needs of the organism for food, and 
not in proportion to the amount of food 
swallowed,—the “‘need” having reference 
to work already performed, cold endur-

France supports more than any other 

nation, Mind you, we are &peaking now 

only of the troops on duty—nob reserves 
and landwehr ; and if we take in all the 

European States, from the principality of 

Monaco, with its standing army of sixty 

five, rank and file, to the great empire of 

the north, where tho Czar has something 
like 750,000 men under arms constantly, 

I find that the total annual cost is in 

round numbers about $1,000,200, 000, 
This taste for immenso armies has 

taken hold of France and other nations 
since the war of 1870, Every Frenchman 
who saw the flood of German inyasion 
sweeping through this country was aston- 
ished at what he supposed Was the enor- 
mous quantity of men which the enemy 
had been able to throw acrossthe frontier ; 
but the French mistook celerity of action 
for vast numbers, Neither the English 
nor the French know anything about 
moving bodies of troops quickly. Witness 
especially the campaign in Egypt, It 
was because German ofticers knew how to 
move forces quickly that they managed to 
appear always numerically superior to the 
French, and yet when the end came there 
were more men under arms in Paris and 
in the provinces than Germany had sent 
into this country during the whole of the 
campaign. There were in the capital on 
the day of the capitulation 183,000 Na- 
tional Guards, 129,720 troops of the line, 
14 081 sailors and marines, 105,391 mo- 
biles—in all 462,000 men. In the pro- 
vinces the army of the Mayennenumbered 
276,000 ; in Algeria and in the training 
camps there were 351,000 and 132,000 
conscripts had just been called out. Be- 
sides these General Clinchart had 80,000 
men in Switzerland. This makes a grand 
total of over 1,250,000 men. Now, what 
do you think of that ? It proves, I think, 
that it was not numbers but superior 
organization which defeated our friends 
the French. Hampered by disputes and 
ignoble jealousies among their leaders, 
the brave men of this country fell a prey 
to a resolute and vigilant foo. The 
French army, which sought to stay the 
invasion, was defeated because it was 
badly commanded, bocauseit lacked every- 
thing. What would have happened had 
they succeeded in winning one of the 
great battles of the campaigna—in piercing 
through at a single point the curtain of 
troops deployed in their front, and which, 
like a living mass, was closing in on Paris ? 
Would the mass of invaders have been 
able to reform? These are questions 
which cannot be answered, although it 
may be accepted as a fact that the solidity 
of an army is only to be proved when it 
has to meet a serious obstacle, such, for 
instance, as Grant met with in the wilder- 
ness, or Lee at Geitysburg. 


STRENGTH OF THE ARMY, 


The active army of France is nominally 
composed of 1,240 000 mon, but the actual 
number on duty is but 502,786 soldiers 
and 110,000 sailors and marines. The 
others will only be called on to join their 
regiments in caso waris declared. The 
active army and its reserves are or- 
ganized in sucha way that the various 
corps will form five distinct armies of 
about 250.000 men. In time of peace 
there are eighteen army corps, all organ- 
ized on the seme plan, viz., a general 
staff, two divisions of infantry, a brigade 
of cavalry, a brigade of artillery, a bat- 
talion of chasseurs, a battalion of engi- 
neers, an escadron du train and the acces- 
sory services These eighteon army corps 
contain in all 144 regiments of infantry, 
eighteen battalions of chasseurs, thirty- 
six regiments of cavalry and thirty-six 
cannon, ‘There are twenty-two battalions 
of chassuers and thirty-four regiments of 
cavalry which are not attached to any 
corps and which will go to form the 
nucleus of six additional army corps to 
be formed in case of war. Battalions of 
infantry and chasseurs—there are 606 of 
them—vwill on a war footing number each 
1,000 men. There are at present 652 
cadres of batteries, not counting the 
fortress and mounted ones. Tha cavalry 
is, on the whole, on about the same foot- 
ing in time of peace as it would be in time 
of war ; it is composed of thirty-four com- 
plete regiments and thirty-six skeleton 
ones, which can be filled up to the regu- 
lation force the moment war is declared. 
The calculation is that each corps will 
number in war 40,000 men of all branches, 
The territorial army is composed of all 
able-bodied men, of from 29 to 40 years 
of age, and it is divided into an active 
and a reserve force; the first, with the 
five classes of men from 30 to 34, inclu. 
sive, numbers 682,520, and the remaining 
six classes about 626,000. Thus far the 
War Department has acted on the sup- 
position that the active portion of the 
territorial army would suffice, and none 
other has been organized. It has been 
divided into 145 regiments of infantry, 
and the necessary artillery, cavalry and 
baggaye trains,

: The present war was caused by [nglish 
} and French capitalists, ‘The former loaned | 
the Egyptian Government $200,000,000. 
and the latter a large sum also. {ft was 
afterwards keen that Egypt could never pay 
its debt. The capitalists complained to 
their respective Koverninents, and it was 
decided to send two agents (whose names 
were Goschen and Jouhert) to examine the 
government books, and to try to have the 
Egyptian finances in a more prosperous con- 
dition, The scheme for supervision and 
settlement submitted by these agents be- 
cane the basis of the arrangement known 
as the “The Joint Control,” These two 
agents went to Eyypt and appointed about 
fourteen hundred men to assist them in 
managing the finances of Egypt. They 
Went on such an extravagant scale, that the 
Khedive (whose name was Ismael) put them 
out of office, Two new agents were ap 
pointed, and the Knglish and French Go- 
vernments, with the consent of Turk 
posed the Khedive and appointed his 
his place. ‘This occurred jn 1879. 
new agents proceeded to reduce th 
of every man in office, the army included. 
This occasioned dissatisfaction, till at last 
Arabi (who was a colonel in the Egyptian 
army) rebelled, and a ‘ge body of men 
joined him. ‘Their object was to drive all 
foreigners out of Egypt, dethrone th 
Khedive, and appoint another one in his 
place. ‘Lhe ‘Joint Control,” as England 
and France were called, were to send an 
army to Egpyt to suppress the rebellion, 
when Irance basely withdrew from the 
‘Joint Control,” and left England alone to 
operate in Egypt. The “Joint Control” 
had cost $2,000,000. Notwithstanding 
England sent a fleet. and army to Egypt; 
a number of engagements followed, the 
incipal of which were the bombardment 
of Alexandria and the battle of Vel-el-Kebir, 
| Arabi was captured and tried, andthe result 
, that he was banished to Ce ylon. After 
8 all went smoothly till the *Madhi” or 
“False Prophet” (whose real name is Mo- 
hammed Achinet) “ppeared as the champion 
of Islam or Mohammedanism, slavery, and 
overtaxed Egyptians on the banks of the Up- 
per Nile, With alarg 
first act was the massacre of Yussef Pasha 
and six thousand Egyptian solliers. ~ Gen.

An Wnglish expedition 
under Gen, Sir Garnet Wolseley was sent 
to Egypt to resene Gen. Gordon, but they 
could only proceed as fur as the third cata- 
ract, and Gen, Wolseley made Korti (a small 
village on the Nile) his heaquarters. A de- 
tachment under the command of Gen. Sir 
Herbert Stewart attempted a dush across 
the desert to Berber, and at Abu Klea they 
met the enemy and defeated them after a 
severe battle. Gen, Stewart was wounded 
and has since died, and Col, Burnaby was 
killed. ‘The remainder of the detachment 
now fell back to the command of Gen Bul- 
ler who was in a dangerous position, but at 
last succeeded in reaching Korti, where 
Gen. Wolseley was stationed. G Brack- 
enbury has been ordered to rejoin Gen.

POULTRY SUGGESTIONS. 

If they are cared for, and always have 
clean, wholesome quarters and not crowded, 
poultry will always be healthy. If a fowl 
merely acts a little “cranky,” do not imagine 
that it is sick, and commense stuffing it 
with drugs; simply remove it to a pen some 
distance from the flock, and let it alone a 
few days. If it proves to be very sick, chop 
off its head and burn it. For cholera, a 
strong solution of hyposulphite of soda,

Let his legs be well rubbed by the 
hand. Nothing so soon removes strain. 
It also detects thorns or splinters, soothes 
the animal and enables him to feel com- 
fortable. 

Let the horse have some exercise every 
day ; otherwise he will be liable to fever 
or bad feet. 

Let your hors stand loose, if possible, 
without being tied up to the manger. 
Pain and weariness from a continued posl- 
tion induco bad habits and cause swollen 
feet and othor disorders. 

Look at the animol’s logs and feot. 
Disease or wounds in these parts, if at all 
noglected soon become dangerous.

dynamite element in Paris. Secret meet- 
ings have been frequently held, and dele- 
gates have quietly come and gone, from 


America and elsewhere. These meetings 
have been noticed in the London presa, 
whose Paris correspondents have explain- 
ed the activity of the dynamiters asa 
preparation for # congress shortly to be 
held in that city for the purpose of 
bringing about a union between the ad- 
vocates of ‘“‘scientific warfare’ and the 
old Fenian organization. ‘The real 
cause of the unusual stir among the dy- 
namite war party who have made Paris 
their headquarters,” said a dynamiter 
yesterday, “has not been the assembling 
of an impossible congress, but the adop- 
tion of means to assist El Mehdi in the 
destruction of the British force in Africa, 
It has been learned from a secret but re- 
liable source that certain individuals, 
skilled in the nse of explosives and who 
have seen military service in Europe and 
America, have left Paris already and are 
now on their way 
TO THE SOUDAN. 
It is enid thet the suggestion originated 
with Henri Rochefort, through whose 
services ‘fa safe conduct” was obtained 
for the missionaries, It will be remem- 
bered that when J. J, O'Kelly was cent 
out by the London Daily News after the 
death of O'Donovan with Hicks Pasha’s 
army, Rochefort procured for him let- 
ters securing him a eafe conduct to the 
camp of the Mehdi. The letters were 
procured from an Arab resident in Paris, 
who edits a little paper, published in 
Arabic and English, and which is distri- 
buted among the leading Moslems in 
several cities of the Levant. O'Kelly, 
pzoceeded on his way to join the Mehdi, 
and would have succeeded, but that Clif- 
ford Lloyd, learning his intention, inter- 
cepted him and held him a prisoner. Be- 
sides, it is certain that Oliver Pain, the 
Communist, and other Earopeans, known 
to Rochefort and his friend, and are at 
present in El Mehdi’s service, The ob~ 
ject of the miesionaries will be

in the best manner of paralysing and de- 
atroying the British forces in the Soudan. 
Tothis end they will endeaver to press 
on El! Mehdi and his adviaers the necoss- 
ity of avoiding pitched battles or fight- 
ing in the open, and will demonstrate to 
him the advantage of fighting at night in- 
stead of in the day. By simply :harass- 
ing the British in the daytime and attack- 
ing them at night the advantages or dis- 
advantages on both sides will be equal- 
ized. The Arab spear in the dark will 
be as effective as the English bayonet, 
and machine gunsand magazine guns 
will be useless. Have not English offi- 
cers declared that, man for man, the 
British wero not equal to the Arabs in 
the hand to-hand fight at Teb, when Os- 
man Digna’s men smashed the British 
square and turned for a time the English 
defence into an utter rout? And have 
not the Arabs almost every time they 
attacked the invader since, taken the 
much-belauded British square, hitherto 
deemed invincible ? While some of the 
missionaries will strike direct for the 
Mehdi’s camp, others will prsceed to join 
Osman Digna, near Suakim. Some diffi- 
culty may be encountered in reaching El 
Mehdi, but there will be no trouble in’ 
reaching the camp of Osman Digna. In- 
deed, it isthrough Osman Digna’s terri- 
tory, and not by way of Cairo, that the 
missionaries purpose going.

les and Havre, whence they will be con- 
veyed by the Messages Maritime Com- 
pany to some point on the Red sea 
coast.”

SPRING WINDS AND COLDS. 


Our early spring weather is peculiarly 
trying to delicate persons, and no one who 
has any affection of the chest, or bronchial 
tubes, should expose himself to high winds, 
especially those that blow from the north or 
east. Asa rule, still, cold weather will 
never hurt anyone, if properly clothed, but 
if moderate weather is accompanied by cold 
winds, then beware, Nervous persons will 
usually find ahcadache,and generaldepression 
of the whole system, to bethe result of awalk 
ona cold, damp, windy day. But there are 
many whose business calls them out in all 
weathers, and to these we would say, take 
the greatest pains to tone up the system so 
as to re cold, and protect the body 
aguinst sudden changes. Chest-protectors 
ot silk, chamois skin, or even layers of news- 
papers, should be wora both back and 
front, for the lungs lie nearer the shoulders 
than the chest, It isthefood which isdigested 
that supports life, It is a good plan, too, 
to dash the neck, chest, and arms, every 
morning with cold water, rubb’ the 
5 afterward, with a rough towel 
dipped in alcohol. Hot baths should only 
be taken at night, and cold ones in the 
morning. When a creepy, chilly sensation 
is felt, and the first symptoms of a cold ap- 
ke three or four drops of camphor ona 
um) of sugar, or in water, will often pro 
duce o reaction, and frequently ward off the 
threatened attack. Healthful sleep is Na 
ture ent restorer, and this should always 
be procured, but by rational means alone ; 
narcotics, except in extreme cases, are al 
ways to be avoided. A biscuit, » bowl of 
oat-meal porridge, or glass of warm milk, 
taken on retiring, will aid in drawing the 
blood from the brain, and produce sweet, 
healthy drowsiness. Bedrooms should be 
well ventilated and comfortable, aud the 
bed-clothes warm, but not heavy. It is said 
that colds are often contracted in bed, and 
those with weak chests will do well to 
wear the Inng-protector at night, as well as 
by day, as the portion of the frame most 
frequently unprotected is that between the 
shoulder blades.

Two section men 
were returning home from work, walking 
one on either side ef the track with their 
dinner pailsin hand, and the waning light 
fell on the pails in such a manner as to give 
them the appearance of the cylinder heads 
of anengine. It was a curious accident, 
but it showed that the track-master had the 
instinct ofa true railroad man, There was 
no time to wait and investigate, for had he 
done so and it had proven to be an engine, 
it would haye been everlastingly too late.”

Slavery in Persia. 


The bist kind of slaves are the Habas- 
shis, or so-ca\lud Abyssinians, These are 
ofahightype. The lips are thin, the 
ovlor light brown ; there is often a dis- 
tinct red in the cheeks ; the hair is long, 
often vearly straight; both males and 
fomales have considerable pretensions t 
good louks, As much as $80 or $100 may 
be given fora healthy young H sbasaht 


girl, Asa rule these girls are bought not 
as gorvants butas wives. Young Habaeshis 
of both sexes are purchased by the 
grondeos of Persia as playmates and con- 
fidential servants for their s ns and 
daughters. The girls become the confi: 
dantes of their young mistresses, and 
ultimately cccupy the position of house 
keopers or wardrobe-women. The young 
Habasshi boys are the playfellows and 
follow students of their youthful masters, 
often fultilling the dutiesof ‘* whipping 
boys.” I have seen the littie slave and 
play fellow of the Jellal-u-dowleh the son 
of the King's eldest son, a child of three, 
wrestling with his infant master, to the 
great amusement of his fathor. The two 
children seomed quite like brothers ; and 
I was told that the only way of keering 
the young Prince in order was to threaten 
the slave wich a whipping. ‘fhe little 
black boy some day or other) will be a 
great personage, as, in all human prob 
ubility, his master will be Shah of Persia. 
From this class. of slaves are taken’ the 
eunuchs (few nowadays) maintained by 
the nobility. The few eunuch children 
imported are eagerly purchased at double 
or treble the price of ordinary slaves. As 
arule, tho Habasshis are delicate, and 
feel the sever winter of central and north- 
ern Persia. The greatest care is taken 
of them. They do no reat work, and it 
is not expected of them. They are well 
clad, and often the master or mistress 
glories in lavishing money on the dress of 
8 favorite slave, 

Sometimes the Persian, by a fall in 
rank or through money losses, becomes 
unable to keep his slaves. Does he sell 
them? No; that would be too degrad- 
ing. Ho amply frees them, and as a 
rule the slave is made o freedman yery 
much against the grain. The Persian 
slaye, then, is treated more asa child 
than as a slave. His master does not 
hesitate to mate him with his owa 
daughter; and frequently a propossess- 
ing slave may become the legitimate mis- 
tress of a household, or evena favorite 
wife, ruling her lees fortunate white 
rivals. The servants have to tako their 
chance ; the warmest corner, the best 
food, the mostsolid and atylish clothing, 
are kept for the slave. 

Eunachs are owned only in the houses 
of the great and rich, Save in the harems 
of the Shah and his sons, one eunuch 
only rules over the flock of Indies, ser: - 
ants, slaves, and children, who are all 
under his absolute authority. I have 
only known two white eunuchs ina long 
experience of Persia, and these men had 
probably been political offenders or the 
sons of.political criminals. Political pre- 
tenders are also frequently blinded ; for 
in the East a blind king cannot reign. 
The eunuchs generally have their quar- 
ters in the harems themselves, and asa 
tule they seldom qait their precincts. 
When they do they are treated with 
great respect, on account of the powerfal 
influence they wield. 

The ladies themselves always treat 
their guardian with the greatest respect, 
address him as ‘*Master,” and invite him 
to be seated. Like the high officera of 
state, he carries a long wand of cffice, 
ond this wanc is often encrusted with 
gems. He often attends the daily counsil 
of his master if he bea provincial Goy- 
ernor, and there his advice is listened to 
with respect ; and he takes precedence of 
all except the Minlater, Vice-Governor, 
or Wazeer, Of course he plunges hia 
hand into the political pie, much to his 
own advantage. He never refures a bribe, 
He may do nothing for it, but his hand 
is ever open. The second eunuch of the 
heir apparent of Persia 1s a good horse- 
man,afavorite boon companion, and a 
clever shot, generally popular as the 
prince of good fellows. But the eunuch 
ages soon. He is an old man at 40; and 
once seen he is never to be mistaken— 
his sunken shoulders, his beardlees face, 
and his hollow cough mark him out dis- 
tinctly. 

In Persia, slaves are well fed, well 
clothed, and well treated; the people 
look on them as equals, not inferiors ; 
color is no degradation ; they are not put 
to hard labor ; the law is the eame prac- 
tically for them as for others. Mothers 
are not separated from their children, or 
husbands from wives. They soon become 
absorbed by marriage among the Persians, 
andI can fancy no happter lot for the 
enslaved black than to be sold in Persia.

N RUSSIA, 
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Judyes is ucually called trial by Judge 
Shemiaka. Instead of listening to the 
testimony, that worthy Judge vsed to 
keep his eye on the caps of the plaintiff 
and defendant, in which was kept tangi- 
ble and undisputed evidence in the shape 
of copper and silver coins. The balance 
of jastice turned in favor of him whoss 
cap contained the larger bundle. As the 
cap evidence cannot be conyeniently pre- 
sented before the public, the Crown 
Judyes to this day hold court behing’) 
closed doors. And yet there are many 
Roesians, Mr, Katkeff of the Moscow 
Vedomosti included, who give preference 
to the Crown Judges. Ia jasjize to the 
Russians, it must be said tnat the jury 
system is not quite compatible with the 
autocratic regime. The Uzar, being the 
svle legislator, issues his laws rezardless 
of the views of his people. Then the 
jurors, the people's representatives are 
called upon to pass a verdict a-cording 
to their own convictions, But the 
trouble is that there are many thinus 
which, thougt: forbidden by the imperial 
liw, are justified by popular op.nion. 
Hence come collisions between the Rus- 
sian jury and the imperial authorities, 

Tn a village stricken with famine the 
imperial tax collectors undertook to 
empty the village granary and drive away 
the domesticanimals. Starvation stared 
the villugers in the face, and a peasant 
shouted to them : 

“Brothers! Let us take sticks and 
drive away the tax collectors, who have 
come to reb us of our last crust of bread. 
The treasury may safely wait for our 
taxes, and at any rate the Ozar would 
not etarve us. To the sticks |" 

And to the aticks they betook them- 
selves and drove off the tax collectors. 
But the next day a regiment of soldiers 
came to the village, and the leader of the 
riot was put in chains and carried away. 
On the trial the Crown Attorney deman- 
ded thas, according to the law, the de- 
fendant should be sent to the Siberian 
mines fortwenty years. But the jury 
brought in a verdict of not guilty. ‘The 
acquitted peasant however, was kidnap- 
ped by gendarmes and disappeared for- 
ever. 

This is one ot a thousand cases of col- 
lision between juries and the imperial 
authorities, Jt seems to me that the 
jury system, though far from being what 
it ought to be in the interests of justice 
is one of the most powerful tactors 
which are undermining the autocracy. 

There are some special courts here, 
such as the Merchants’ Court, the Crafts- 
men’s Court, the Church Courts, the 
Military Courts, the Land Surveying 
Courts, and others, in which specific of- 
fences are tried : 


But there are many subjects of the 
Ozar who quite ignore his law. Over fifty 
millions of peasants dispose of all their 
ciyil suits in their own way, by their own 
courts. Ifs# peassnt is caught stealing, 
ifhe drinks too much or beats his wife 
for no cause, if he indulges in idling 
while taxes are unpaid, if he does not 
pay his debts, if ho offends a priest or 
somebody else—in all such and the like 
cases the villagers sit as a court of justice 
Their verdicts are exceedingly plain and 
sensible. In all cases where damage or 
loss of property is involved, the guilty 
party is bound to make good the damage 
or loss. In the cases of some personal 
offence they usually resort to “‘the birch 
porridge” as they call the whipping with 
reds. ‘The verdicts of the village courts 
are explicitly obeyed, for the villagers 
have the power not only to exclude ob- 
noxtous members from the village, but 
even to send them to Siboria for life. 

Among the mountan tribes of Cauca- 
sus, if a murderer does not Pay the blood 
fine be is eure to pay with his life, for the 
relatives of the victim deem it their sac- 
red duty to take a bloody revenge. If he 
nndenaies to pay the fine the murderor 
takes the best horse he can purchase and 
loads it with such goods as costly arms, 
clothes, and money. Then placing a rope 
on his own neck he leads the horse to the | 
family ot his victim. If the mother or 
wife of the dead man takes off the rope 
from the neck of the murderer he js safe. 
Having surrendered the-horse, money 
and other presents, he returns home. If 
however, nobody takes the rope from hia 
neck, that means that he is under the 
penalty of death, unless he can appease 
the wrath of the family by oostlier pre- 
sents. 

In Turkestan, according to the Kirg- 
hizo notions of justioo, a murderer may 
expiate his crime by paying a blood fine, 
which consists of a number of camels, 
horses, sheep, and goats. In some cases, 
however the family of the victim refuse 
to accept any presents, end then a judic- 
al duel is arranged, ‘The murderer arm- 
od to the tecth,appears on his best horse, 
Two or threo male relatives of the victim 
also armed and on horsback, moot their 
foe. Thon begins a wild and awful 
scone. The murderer tries to escape, or 
ab least to meot his foos separately in 
combat. If the murderer remains alive 
until sunset he is safe, but that rarely 
happons, and somotimes ono of the ayen- 


bread, soaked in red wine, 2¢z of cur 
rants, half a teaspoonful of allspice or six 
pounded cloyes, and add the egg whites 
whisked toa suow.

ening and the potash ; when cold, lay it 
thick over the marble afd leave it all 
night or longer,then wash it off with soap 
and water. This mixture removes 
stains, 

Lossrer Sovr.—Boil and skim weli 
three pints of liqnor in which fish has 
been boiled, and stir into it two table- 
spoonsful of fine wheaten and one table- 
spoonful of potato flour mixed smoothly 
na pint of milk. Stir over the fire un- 
til it is as thick as rich cream, when beat 
in the yolks of two eggs, gradually atir- 
ring for five minutes longer. Put in a 
teaspoonful of eesence of lobster, and 
half a tin of the best tinned k bater, 
Draw the stewpan to the side of the fire, 
and let it stand for ten minotes, so that 
the lobster will get hot through without 
boiling. Salt will probably not be re- 
quired ; cayenne pepper to be used to 
taste. When finished break an ounce of 
butter into the soup, and stir until it is 
melted, 


To Fasten Ccrors.—Many _ thrifty 
hovsewiyes sre annoyed, at the “‘wash,” 
to find that the colored clothes have 
“ron” in the drying ; that is, the colors 
have got mixed up, or run into ugly 
brown patches. The following is a simple 
remedy, or rather preventive: After the 
articles have been well washed and 
rinsed, let them b2 put immediately into 
cold water, with a good deal of common 
salt, and allowed to le for about five 
minutes, or scarcely that; then wrin 
tightly and hang uptodry. They shoul 
not ba let lie wet before being put in the 
salt and water, as even then they are 
“running.” ‘This process applies not 
only to woollen goods, bat cotton as well, 
Oxford shirts, striped merino socke, and 
such things, being much improved by it. 
About three handfuls of salt to a pail 
of water. Of course the same water does 
several articles. but not too many, unless 
more salt is added, 98 the clothes absorb 
ib. 

Porato Turnovers.—Mash, with a 
piece of butter, some dry, mealy pota- 
toes, while they are warm; mix with 
them two or three beaten eggs, according 
tothe quantity of potatoes, Dredge a 
paste board, spread on it the potatoes, a 
good half-inch thick. When cool, cut 
out rquares or round cakes, 5 inches 
acroas, Put on each’a large tablespoon- 
ful of any remains of meat or poultry 
minced small. ‘Turn over half of the 
cake to cover it, coat them over with egg 
and breaderumbe, and bake a delicate 
brown in a moderate oven. The minced 
meat for these should always be cooked, 
or at least partly so- Ham or fork, 
roasted or boiled, is very good, seasoned 
sparingly with powdered sage and a very 
little chives or onion; cold rashers of 
bacon left from table, or remains of cold 
mutton, or even fish. But whatever the 
meat, {t should have its appropriate 
seasoning. Many small remnants may 
thus be made to go a good way, which 
might otherwise be thought too little to 
send to table, and therefore be wasted. 

Gravy Sovr.—This is a cheap family 
soup, and very good if the bones and 
vegetables are properly fried. The for- 
mer are best done in the saucepan in 
which the soup is to be mado, and after- 
wards the vegetables can be fried in the 
fat that comes from them. Fry brown 
the bone of a leg of mutton or ribs of 
beef, a few bones from, which streaked 
bacon has been cut, a pound of onions 
and turnips, end a carrot. Pat these, 
with a small bunch of sweet herbs, a 
dozen peppercorns, two teaspoonfuls of 
talt, into two quarts of water, and as 
soon as the pot boils skim thoroughly. 
Boil for an hour and a half, then put in 
a little celery or celery seed tied in mus- 
lin, and having boiled the soup for an- 
other half hour, strain and let it get cold, 
Take off all fat, and haying boiled up the 
soup in a clean saucepan, thicken it with 
equal quantities of flour and potato flour 
mixed smoothly in cold water. The soup 
should now requiro no other addition, 
but, if desired, a tablespoonful or two of 
shorry, and & few drops of Chili vinegar 
may be used. Forcemeat balls or macar 
oni make the soup more nourishing, and 
small balls, made os for suet pudding, 
soanoned with pepper, salt, anda little 
minced parsley, are excellent.

A distillery has lately Seen put in op- 
eration in Charleston, S. C., for manu- 
facturing oil from pine wood, The ma- 
terial is subjected to intense heat in 
sealed retorts, and one cord of it is said 
to yield fifseen gallons of turpentine, 
eighty gallons of pine-wood oil, fifty 
bushels of charcoal, 150 gallons of wood 
vinegar, anda quantity of inflammable 
gasand vegetable asphaltam. The oil 
alone is worth about twenty-five cents a 
gallon, and is used by pointers and ship- 
builders. Apart from its commercial 
value, the process is interesting as show- 
ing how modern chemistry is able to sup- 
plant those old destructive chemical pro- 
cesses by which a single article was pro- 
duced froma given material and all the 
rest wasted or ruined,

A cribbing horse, or one that 
willeat everything before him, no less 
than the one with a precarious appetite, 
is a dyapeprio; all such are suffering from 
disease of tho digestive organs. Since 
horses do not eat fish, flesh, and fowl, 
and the pornicious condiments associated 
with these stimulating articles of diet, 
and are free from all nuisances in the 
form of pastry, puddings, spices, and 
bon bons, they have only cwo sources for 
digestive disorder, viz.: (1) Excess in 
diet, and (2) wrong condition atthe time 
of eating. 

Ib is true—most emphatically true— 
that unless the stable is well ventilsted, 
the horse must suffer for wans of pure 
air. Poor food and pure air make better 
blood than the best of food and foal air ; 
and if there is abuso in this regard, the 
animal may fatten—in fact, this tends to 
Jasure fattening, since, for want of pure 
air in the lungs, the excretories (she 
lungs themselves, the liver, kidneys, skin, 
and bowels) can nob perform their func- 
tions in eliminating the foul products of 
the natural waste of the eystem, and of 
indigestion, {n caso of excess in diet. 
Hence the animal becomes diseased, and 
along with constitutional disorder, the 
digestive organs themselves become im- 
pared ; and thus fattening may be called 
athird source of digestive disorder. 1 
repeat that no creature, man or beaat, 
should eat when tired, or directly before 
eommencing hard work, 

REST AFTER EATING. 

The experiment of Jales Virez settled 
the question asto the non-digostion of 
food in default of rest. He selected two 
curs of the same size, age, and general 
physique, made them fast a day, and 
treated them next morning to a Fquare 
meal of potato chips and cubes of fat mut- 
ton; but as scon as one of them had 
eaten his fill, he made the other stop, too. 
Making sure that they had both consumed 
the same quantity, dog No. 1 was :on- 
fined in a comfortable kennel, while No. 
2 had to run ofter the doctor's coach, not 
at a breathless rate of speed, bat at a 
fair, brisk trot, for two hours and a-half. 
As soonas they got home the coach-dog 

and his comrade were slain and dissected ; 
the kennel-dog had completely digested 
his meal, while the chips and cubes tn the 
coach-dog’s stomach had not changed 
their torm at all ; the process of digestion 
had not begun! ‘And,’ continues Dr, 
Oswald, from whose **Physical Education” 
this incident is taken, ‘*railroad laborers, 
who bolt their dinner during a short in- 
terval of hard work, had better pass their 
recess in sa hammock, Instead of 
strengthening them, their dinner will 
only oppress them, till it is digeated, to- 
gether with their supper, in the cool of 
the ovening,” or at night when they are 
in bed,—the digestion being poorly done 
"midst distressing and exhausting dreams, 
It is not the evening meal which disturba 
the troubled sleeper; ib is rather the 
three loads in the same barrel that 
“kick.” 

It doos not follow from this thata horee 
may not be harnessed soon, or immedi- 
ately after eating, when occasion calls, 
with the probability that no harm will re- 
sult, provided the pacs be modorate, and 
due care be taken not to overdrive. The 
digestion of a meal may often be delayed, 
however undesirable a3 a rule, without 
causing serious disturbance, —the stomach 
resuming its work ai the first perlod of 
leisure, or as soon as the voluntary mus- 
cular system has been rested sufficiently to 
admit the blood to flow freely through the 
mucous membrane of the stomach, No 
doubt Dr. Virez's coach-dog would have 
digested his breakfast had he lived a few 
hours longer. But while the aim should 
be to regard tho principle here laid down, 
as closely as practicable, it is evident thas 
if no attention whatever be paid to ir, the 
dangor is lessened one-third by dispensing 
with the midday meal. 

Vroviding always the horso bo libarally, 
that is sufficiently fed, the time of feeding 
is of small account compared with the 
vital necessity of obeying this natural law 
in order to prevent indigestion. With a 
strict observance of this law—and the 
two meal system renders this an easy 
matter—if the horse is never overted nor 
kept in a stived-up stable, he will not get 
foundered, have ‘‘pink-eye” (pneumonia), 
nor “catch cold,’ though every stable in 
town may be decimated with an ‘‘epide- 
mic.”” Tho same horse will do more work 
stand more exposure, and keep in prime 
working order, fed upon this principle, 
than under the ordinary method, which is 
that he must have his food ab or near the 
regular hour, with three meals every day. 

I once took a ‘‘pulling” mare, just u 
from pasture, where she had been all 
summer, She was, of course, very round 
—filled out full with fat and water. Lob- 
tained possession of this mare expressly 
to test the effect of the ‘‘rational system” 
on a ‘‘puller’—a horse of whom it was 
sald, ‘'She hasn't any judgment,” ‘She 
wants to get there too soon,” etc, She 
was no comfort to anybody, no woman 
could drive her, and few men cared to ride 
after her. I put her at once on the two- 

meal plan, and gave her ton to twenty 
miles’ sharp drive daily. Ina woek my

It would not do to close this letter with- 
out telling you about our winter. Well, 
we have had a fine winter. November was 
particularly flne—a small snow storm to be- 
gin with, and that snow slowly melting in 
the sunshine, all the rest of the month, 
clear, fine weather, without rain or severe 
fro: Three weeks of December, of Jan- 
uary and ruary were sharp and frosty. 
Phe last week of February and on to the 
present was fine spring weather, mostly 
sunny, with the thermometer ranging from 
zevo wt night to 40 above at noon. We had 
no considerable storm all winter, An On- 
tario man said to me a few days ago, that 
he never saw a winter before with so little 
stormy weather. The only severity was in 
the keenness of the frost, and it is easier for 
people to protect themselves from dry cold 
than damp cold. Some people describe the 
winter as severe because there would be 
two or three weeks without a mild turn, 
Now the winter may be said to be over, 
at least, the severe part of it. Some 
of the summer birds, did not leave us until 
December, and they are now showing them- 
selves again after three months absence. 

The eclipse of the Sun was very remark- 
able yesterday. It was a clear day, but 
got so strangely gloomy about 10 o'clock 
that all people noticed it whether knowing 
of it before hand or not, 

It is difficult in the east to understand 
how cattle can endure the winter here with- 
out being well stabled. The most of farm- 
ers have warm stables; but those having 
large herds do not house them all. Mr. 
McKinnon, on the Pipe Stone south of us, 
has over one hundred cattle. His place is 
sheltered by woods about the creek. This 
is all the shelter his cattle have. Hay is 
taken out to them in the bush and they are 
in good condition,

FARMER'S EXPERIENCE 
WITH CATTLE. 

The farmer wants to know, not so much 
what is absolutely the best feed, but what 
is most economicul—something good and 
substantial, and not too expensive, which he 
can raise on the farm. Corn fodder, when 
peru cared and stored, makes good feed, 

at if it is left in the field, or long exposed 
to the weather, it is scarcely worth the 
labor of cutting and shocking, particularly 
if the weather has been wet. Wheat straw 
is not very nutritious food for cattle, but as 
most farmers raise wheat, it isa good plan 
to have plenty of straw well stacked, to 
which cattle, during the winter may have 
free access, and let them eat what they will. 
About the best and cheapest feed for cattle 
is good Timothy hay, with occasional feeds 
of corn. Clover hay may be fed to cattle 
with good advantage. ‘Tnrnips and pump- 
kins, where they can be successfully iia, 
make good feed for fall and early winter. 
Potatoes, either raw or cooked, make good 
feed, and the small ones cannot be used to 
better advantage than by feeding them to 
the cattle. Potato and apple peelings mixed 
with bran or meal, make seh feed, particu- 
larly for milch cows. Cattle, as well as 
other farm animals, appreciate good treat- 
ment, milch cows in particular do so, and 
should always be treated kindly, and even 
petted. They will very soon learn to recog- 
nize those who are kind to them, will take 
from the hand almost everything in the way 
| of food, and seem to relish whatever is offer- 
ed, simply because itis given by a known 
friend. The writer has often seen pet cows 
eat bread, pies, lettuce, tomatoes, and other 
things from the table, and even drink sour 
milk, when offered by a recognized friend. 
Cows should always be milked by some one 
who is naturally kind and gentle, and, so 
far as may be, by the same person—never by 
any one who is excitable, peevish or im-

Sensational Murder in Paris. 


A trial isin progress in Paris in the 
Asaize Court of the Seine, which for sen- 
sational detail throws the highly-colored 
noyels of the late M. Gaboriau into the 
shade, ‘Tho priconer’s name is Miclle, 
but he is better known by the curiously 
acquired title of the Man-Woman.

Mielle now 
opened the door without hesitation, and 
said :—‘* My dear friends, I have just 
had a little family quarrel. We are all 
liable to such quarrels, and mine is now 
happily ended.’’ With this the not too 
inquisitive policeman was satisfied. 
Shortly afterwards Mme. Mielle returned 
from shopping and seeing the overturned 
furniture and the blood marks on the 
floor excitedly enquired what had taken 
place. Micile told her that a friend of 
his who was in a state of delirium tremens 
tried to jump from the window, and that 
in mastering him a struggle had taken 
place, in which his friend was slightly 

urt. Mme. Miolle shortly afterwards 
retired, and her husband locked the door 
of the apartment. During the greater 
portion of the night she heard the sound 
of sawing. Inthe morning Mlelle was 
not tobe found. This is the end of the 
first act.

(2) Lack offresh air and 
light in the stable. These errors corrected, 
abeolutely, and in» thousand cases there 
will be no “colds” or other internal dis- 
orders yoar inand year out. 

It would naturally follow that thorough 
ventilation (guarding against direct 
draughts), a temporary and absclute fast 
until convalescence is thoroughly eatab- 
lished, followed by an abstemious diet, 
would be the natural cure for influenza ; 
and so in practice I have found it in 
every instance in the case of animals of 
every kind, including man. This treat- 
ment {s successful where all others are 
unsatisfactory and often fatal, and im 
every instance will afford an immense 
saving in time and vitality; saving life 
where cure is possible, 

The facts prove that Inflaenza or any 
form of so-called ‘‘cold” is a fever, pure 
and simple. However chilly the patient 
may feel, the thermometer placed under 
the tongue or in the rectum shows at 
once that the temperature is above the 
normal point ; and in all cases of feverish- 
ness there is a disturbance of the alimeat- 
ary organs—whether evident or not te 
the casual observer, and rest from all di- 
gestive labor is the proper “tonic.” It 
is a great piece of folly to encourage eat- 
ing in the absence of appetite ; it is only 
leas toolish to eat even with an appetite 

when evidences of this disorder have ap- 
peared Taken at the outset, a single 
day of fasting, with regular work or ex- 
ercise, will usually nip the disease in the 
bud ; though sometimes, and whevever 
there has been a delay in treatment, a 
somewhat larger dose of this treatment 
will be required. When the disease has 
been permitted to run until the blood- 
poison has affected the entire organism te 
the point of weakness, the voluntary mus- 
cular system should not be taxed unduly, 
but some degree of exercise (hand-rul 
bing, if the créature is too weak to move 
about), and in the open air, is desirable. 
Fresh air, light, and plenty of pure water 
are always in order.

Two Powerful Armies. 


The military strength of the French 
Army, according to the Kolnische Zeitung, 
reckons twenty-three army corps, 620,- 
000 infantry. 42,500 cavalry, 79,600 artil- 
lery, with 2,622 guns, 6,700 ongineers, 
5,800 pontoon men ; while on the other 
hand, the German Army has only 675,000 
men in actual service, with 2,040 pieces 
of artillery. The German cavalry is, 
however, more numerous thanthe French, 
and what is more important the Germans 
have afar stronger reserve, numbering 
246,000 men, with 444 guns, and ninety- 
three squadrons of cavalry, as against the 
96,000 men of the French reserve. Bub 
in sevoral other respects also the Prussian 
critic finds his rivals at a disadvantage. 
The Germans have a much more rapid 
system of mobilization, the railway system 
is far more complete; their horses are 
better ; and, above all, the Miniater of 
War is not perpetually being changed, as 
{n France, Here are two powerful armies 
arranged on the side of two neighboring 
vations, which are a menace to the peace 
and tranquility of Europe. if not the 
world, at any moment ; and yet the Goy- 
ernment of both those great nations 
would have all mankind believe that they 
have no designs to disturb the peace 
of Europe or tho world at large, still like 
great engines of destruction they stand 
ever ready to ‘go off” like a gun, the 
momont the torch is applied, and slay or 
annihilate one another.

Russia’S Southward March in 


Asia. 


Antho Russian and the Afghan out- 
posts now confront one another on the 
debatable southern border of Turkestan, 
and a8 a skirmish in that quarter might 
severely strain if not completely rupture, 
the relations between the Governments 
of London and St, Petersburg, it may be 
useful to recall tho successive steps by 
which during the last thirty yoars the 
troops of the White Czar have stosdily 
advanced towards the fronticr of India 
Ip will be seon that the situation revealed 
by recent telegrams, and which exoltes so 
much anxiety at London and Calcutta, is 
the inevitable outcome of a deliberately 
planned and firmly prosecuted move- 
ment. 

After the disastrous failure (in 1839 40) 
of their attempt to reach and punish the 
Khivens in their almostinaccesspible oasis, 
the Russians desisted from their projects 
of aggression in central Asia for about a 
quarter of a century. The resumption of 
activity was signalized by a simultaneous 
advance along the Syr Darya and from the 
region of Lake Balkhash, which in 1865 


resulted in the capture of Tashkend. A | 


year later Khojent, to the eastward, was 
occupied, and a virtual protectorate was 
established over the whole khanate of 
Khokand, though a native ruler was per- 
mitted to carry out the forms of goyern- 
ment as a vassal of the Czar. Then the 
Ruseian commander turned hia attention 
to the west, and in 1868 took Samarcand, 
the most celebrated seat of Moslem civi- 
lzation in central Asia, and which, until 
it was visited by Vambery, diegnised as 
a dervish, had been long deemed im- 
penetrable by Europeans, Soon after- 
ward the whole territory of the Ameer 
of Bokhara was reduced toa relation of 

e. The fall of Samarcand was 
followed in 1871 by the occupation of 
Kulja in the extreme east of Turkestan ; 
but that province, which had revolted 
from China, has since, for the most part, 
been retroceded to that power. 

The times at last seemed ripe for wreak- 
ing the long-deferred retribution upon 
Khiva, which lay wedgewise between the 
Ruesian posts at Tashkend and on the 
Oaspian,and whose Khans for generations 
had played the same destructive part in 
the ‘coman desert for which the Deys 
of Algiers were formerly notorious in the 
Mediterranean. In the spring of 1873 
Gen, Kaufmann, at the head of some 14,- 
000 men. traversed the wastes encompas- 
sing the Khivan oasis, and entering the 
capital, transformed the khanate, like the 
emirate of Bokhara, into a vassal State, 
in which the Russians enjoy exclusive 
privileges of trade and whose political 
action 1s dictated from Tashkend. Three 
years subsequently the Khan of Khokand 
wan deposed and that country was regu- 
larly incorpurated with the Russian em- 
pire. Since 1876, a number of semi-mili- 
tary, semi-scientific expeditions have been 
despatched soutward from Tashkend, and 
have explored the region in the nefghbor- 
hood of Balkh, but the main current of 
aggression has foilowed another channel, 


About soven years avo the Russian 
authorities in central Asia seem to have 
become convinced that the easiest as well 
as by far the shortest route to India was 
from the southeast angle of the Caspian 
directly to Herat. A railway was begun 
from St. Michael's Gulf and carried for- 
ward for some distance slong the propos- 
ed line, but the road to Herat was barred, 
firat, by the Tekke Tnrcomans, who wero 
consentrated at Geok Tepe, and, secondly, 
by the Turcomans of the Merve oasis, 
which lies about three hundred miles east 
(and a little south) of the last named 
point. The first attempt to conquer the 
‘Tekkes was a failuro, Gen. Lizareff, the 
commander of the socalled ‘* punitory” 
army of 20,000 men, haying died on the 
march, and his successor, Lomakin, being 
defeatedfand compelled to retreat, upon 
the Caspian. Bat by the second expedi- 
tion, which set out in 1880 under,|\Gen. 
Skoboleff, the Tekkes were completely 
beaten and both Geok Tepe and Askahad 
were taken. It is ssid that the railway 
from St. Michael's Gulf is now in opera- 
tion as far ss the latter place, and is being 
pushed forward rapidly. 

With the capture of the Tekke strong-— 
hold the subjection of the southern and 
so-called independent Turcomans was 
practically finished, for the Mervli chiefs 
have since voluntarily submitted to the 
Ozar. The annexation of Mery was 
speedily followed by Persia’s cession of 
Sarakhs, A glance at the map will show 
that by these two accessions of territory 
Russia was enabled to approach Herat 
either by the valley of the Murgab River, 
which flows through the Mery oasis, or 
by the valley of the Hari Rud River, on 
which Sasakhs is situated. Penjdsh,now 
the subject of contention, is on the Mur- 
gab, but considerably farther up the river 
than Mery, and some miles south of the 
bonndary claimed by Afghanistan. Of the 
other strategic points now disputed, the 
moat important are on the Hari Rud, 
some distance south of Sarakhs. In 
brief, the Russian forces, with their ad 
vanced bases of supplies at Merv and 
Sarakhs, are, while the British Foreign 
Office is amused with negotiations only 
intended to gain time, being steadily 
pushed onward by two distinct routes, 
which converge at Herat.

THE EGYPTIAN SOUDAN, 


The Rich Country Where the Mahdi New 


Flourishes, 


The military operations in the Sou- 
danse provinces of gy pt will doubtless 
correct the prevalent uotions with regard 
to ® country whose extent and rescources 
have been largely misunderstood. This 
part of the Soudan is not the miserable, 
foreaken sand waate, thinly populated 
and wholly unhealthfal, that may have 
imagined. KEogland is not confronting, 
merely few scattering tribes of fanatical 
Arabs, but an immense Mohammedan 
population, drawing thelr eupplies from a 
rich agricultural country, and having 
several haundred thousands of camels in 
their transport service, 

These strotch away north and south 
acrovs nearly 24 degrees of latitude from 
Ezypt to the equator, and havea mean 
width of 1,800 miles. Their srea is 
about 2,500,000, three-fourths of them of 
pure or mixed negro descent, many 
pagans, but including many thousands of 
Mohammedan natives, some of whom 
were, at last accounts, making war under 
the direction of the Mahdi’s agents upon 
the Egyptian garrisonsin the Bahr el 
Ghazal province, The remaining millions 
aro Arabs, whore ancestors entered the 
country, centuries ayo, by way of Egypt 
and the Nile, and the Sea gendue vacple 
northwest of Abyssinia and in the Nubian 
desert, from whom Osman Digma's army 
is recruited. They are Arabs, though 
commonly called so, but they equal the 
Arab tribes of Kordofan and Darfur in 
ferocity and fanatical zeal. 

Lieut-Col, Stewart, in his report two 
years ago on the Egyptian Soudan, gives 
an interesting account of the nomad 
Avabs of Kordofen and Darfur, who are 
the mainstay of the Mahdi. He says 
they are born robbers, hunters, and 
warriors, who leave manual work to their 
women, and, afcer. caring for their cattle, 
devote all their time and energies to 
slave hunting and war. They are alt 
large owners of cattle, camels, horses, and 
slaves. The Nile for 600 miles from 
Khartoum to the Sobat River is 
held by cattle.raising Arab tribes, and it 
was estimated ten years ago that tnere 
were 6,000,000 beeves, besides an im- 
mense number of sheep, in the Egyptian 
Soudan, 

Ten yearsago Egypt was about to di- 
vide its Soudanese possessions into four 
administrative districts when the Mahdi 
rained the Khedive's project. The pro- 
posed districts, Western Soudan, Central 
Soudan, Eastern Soudan, and Uarrar, 
all haye their distinctive geographical 
features. Western Soudan, including 
Dongola, Kordofan, and Darfar, is strik- 
ingly uniform in the steppe-like character 
and partial aridity ofthe country. Man 
Arab tribes live in these regions, eac! 
wandering with its herds within certain » 
well-known limits. Southern Darfur, 
however, is very fertils, and supports a 
population estimated a 600,000 people. 
The Bahr el Ghazal region on the south 
is also rich in resources, and Lupton 
Bey, its governor, sent word late in 1883 
hat, though he was fighting with four 
tribes that had espoused the Mahdi’s 
cause, his revenues for the previous year, 
if he could get nis ivory, guns, and other 
collections north, wonld exceed the ex-- 
penses of his province by £60,000. 

The proposed district of Central Sou- 
dan is the flower of the Egyptian pro- 
vinces, It includes the provin:es of 
Khartoum, Sennaar, Fashoda, and the 
equator, and the magnificent subtropical 
region eest of the Nile embracing the 
basins of the Azrek and Atbara rivers. 
It is the rich sediment from the Atbara 
that annually renews the fertility of 
Lower Egyp:. Prof. Keane says the 
basin of the Atbara isa succession of 
dense woodlands, rich psstures, and well- 
watered arable tracts. The country is 
healthful, and is‘said to contain many 
millions of acresfof unsurpassed cotton 
lands. This country, according to Sir 
Samuel Baker and many others, needs 
only transportation facilities to make it a 
region of great commercial importance, 

The proposed district of Eastern Sou- 
dan includes the woll-known country 
along the Red Sea littoral enda part of 
Nubia. Harrar, on the south, is the re- 
gion which was reported last week to 
have revolted against the Egyptian 
government. 

Though the Egyptian Soudan isa re- 
gion of peeat ihn complexity, Arabs, 
negroes, and negroids fusing here and 
there, and forming a great variety of 
clans and tribes, nearly all the people, 
except the pagan Soudanese, are united 
in religious fanaticiem and in thelr 
hatred of Egyptian rule. Tho time has 
come when civilization must gain the 
mastery in their land, or be content to 
abandon its immense resources and the 
millions of poor blacks who live in and

THE SOUDAN, 


A five hours battle was fought last Friday 
between British troop under Gen. Graham 
and the forces of Osman Digna.

The following took the first prize in 
the competition for prizes offered by the 
Wisconsin Dairyman’s Association for the 
best essays on butter-making, not to ex- 
esed 250 words each, It 1s certainly 
brief and to the point: 

Select cows rich in butter-making 
qualities. Pastures should be dry, froe 
from slough-holes, well seeded with dif- 
ferent kinds of tame grasses, so that good 
feed is assured. If timothy or clover, 
out early and cure properly. Feed corn- 
stalks, pumpkins, ensilage, and plenty of 
vegetables in winter. Oorn and oats, 
corn and bran cil mes! in small quantities. 
Let cows drink only such water as you 
would drink yourself. Gentleness and 
cleanliness should be shown in managing 
cows. Brash the udder to free it from 
impurities. Milk in aclean barp, well 
ventilated, quickly, cheerfully, with clean 
hands and pail. Seldom change milkers 
Strain milk while warm; submerge in 
water forty-eight degrees. Open setting 
Skim at twelve hours ; at 
twenty-four hoars. Care muat be exer-

When we pulverize the ground to a 


great depth the warm air comes in con- 
tact with a body warmer than itself, the 
water in the soil condensing into drops, 
which partially answers in place of rain.

One of the most difficult things to cure 
for fodder is the green corn-stalk. Great 
quantities of good winter fodder are ofton 
lost by early frost, and the American 
Cultivator suggerta as a remedy drying 
the stalks on a platform of rails or loose 
boards, laid so as to allow acnurrent of 
air under the stack, with a celumn of 
barrels built up through the middle to 
give additional ventilation. 


Prof. Morrow says that the prickly 
comfrey has been grown on the Illinois 
Industrial University farm for several 
years.

Ewes Disowning their Lambs 


Unnatural mothern of this class aro 
sometimes found to tho sorrow of every 
shepherd, aid parties are oftentime at a 
loss to know what to do with either the 
perverre dam or the unfortunate offspring. 
Many catch the ewe frequently, and 
suckle the Jamb ; bnt this, in addition to 
the Jaber involved, often allowa the 
lamb to fare il! by the long intervals that 
often recur during which it must yo with- 
out any supplies. Others tie the mother ; 
but this does not answer well, as the 
dam, being able to thresh about, makes 
no scruple of treading down the much 
wronged lamb. A better way ts to put 
the ewe in the reformatory, which, for 
the good of all concerned, we shall now 
describe, We built a reformatory last 
winter for a stubborn imported ewe, act- 
ting upon the advice and under the 
direction of nur Southdown friend, Mr. 
John Jackson, of ‘* Woodside,” and it 
answered ao well that the Jamb at first 
disowned became the first prize-winner at 
Montreal and second at Ottawa. In 
building it, select a wall which the sheep 
is to stand facing. Place two scantlings, 
say two feet Jong, on end, about three 
feet apart, and some 18 inches or leas out 
from the wall, nail a strip on the top of 
these two uprights ard one also between 
them atthe bottom. Board over tho 
frame thus made, the boards standing 
upright with an opening for the neok of 
the sheep, bat not sofficiently large to 
allow of her drawing back her head, The 
upright boards that partially enclose the 
neck should be hollowed out and smooth- 
ed with a knife, and one of them nailed 
to its place after the sheep has been 
placed in position, and the opening 
should admit of the sheep raising and 
lowering hor head, in which case also she 
can lie down. This frame is placed firmly 
in pesition at the distance above mention- 
ed from the wail, leaving the ends of the 
enclesure where the head is imprisoned 
open, which admits of providing meat 
and drink, The lamb can in this way 
take vengeance on the heartless mother 
by getting drink atwill. A few days in 
the reformatory is generally sufficient. 
If any of our readers have tried it un- 
successfully or may yet do so and find it 
a failore, they will confer a favor by let-

The Jews of Ethiopia, 

One of the strangest peoples with whom 
misionary enterprize has to do are the 
Falashar, of Ethiopia. They are black 
Jews, aboub two hundred thousand im 
number, living west of the Jordan, who 
have as their holy writings the Old Tes- 
tament in an Ethiopic version, and who 
still rigidly adhere to the Mosaic cere- 
monies and laws. Undoubtedly they are 
not of pure Jewish descent, although to 
some extent they are the children of Jew- 
{sh immigrants, who, in the time of the 
great dispersion, settled in Abyssinia and 
married wives of that nation—something 
not strange, as the Ethiopians are Se- 
mitic in nationality and language. A 
prominent German writer thinks that 
they are mostly the descendants of early 
Abyssinian proselytes—i. o.,—people who 
early, and before the introduction of 
Christianity, accepted the Mosaic system 
of religion, and who did not, like the ma- 
jority of the Abyssinian people in the 
third century, adopt Christianity, but 
clung to their old faith. Their religious 
literature does not seem?to be very exten- 
sive. Halevy, the F.ench Orientalist, 
published, a few years ago, a collection 
of their liturgical formulas in Hebrew 
translation, entitled ‘‘Les Prieres des 
Falashas.”” Missionary attempts were 
made among these peculiar people by the 
Jesuits as early as the seventeenth cen- 
tury, but with little sucesss, and the re- 
cent endeavors oi the Basle Evangelical 
at to have also been without tangible 
results.
